Visiting 
and resident surgeons will be ap- 
pointed on a basis of one physician 
to each 25 surgical beds, and 
there will be one physician for 
each 45 medical beds.

As livestock prices at National 
Stockyards zoared to new peaks 
today, the St. Louis CIO Indus- 
trial Union Council redoubled its 
efforts to organize a buyers’ strike 
here. 


Prices for choice steers jumped 
to $26.50 per hundredweight, $1.50 
more than the record set yester- 
day, and $8.60 above the old OPA 
ceiling price. Sheep set a new 
record at $21.50. Hogs, on which 
the OPA ceiling was $14.80, sold 
for a top price of $21.75, the high- 
est in 27 years. 


Thousands of leaflets are to be 
distributed and radio announce- 
ments will be made to advertise 
next Tuesday’s mass meeting, 
called by the CIO to protest 
against inflationary price increase 
and to marshal sentiment for a 
buyers’ strike. A program com- 
mittee headed by Harold J. Gib- 
bons, international representative 
of the Retail, Wholesale and De- 
partment Store Employes, was 
scheduled to meet late today. 


Most of the 50,000 CIO workers 
in the Greater St. Louis area will 
be asked to stop work at 3 p.m. 
Tuesday to attend the meeting 
opposite Soldiers’ Memorial an 
hour later. Members engaged in 
such essential services as utility 
maintenance and newspaper work 
will be instructed to remain on 
the job, however.

Husband’s Petition Says 
After 3 Happy Weeks 
He Was Told He Was 
‘Neither Fish Nor Fowl!’ 


Marie Busch Jones, widow.of C. 
Drummond Jones and daughter of 
Mrs. August A. Busch Sr. and the 
late Mr. Busch, was married at 
Waterloo, III., May 8, to Constantin 
Dantes, gardener at the Jones 
home on Weber Hill road; and 
yesterday was sued for divorce by 
Dantes at Clayton. 

Marriage records of Monroe 
county, III, the Post-Dispatch 
learned at Waterloo today, show 
that Dantes and. Mrs. Jones ob- 
tained a marriage license May 8, 
and were married the same day 
by Justice of the Peace Fred M. 
Reitz. They had obtained the 
necessary health certificate from 
Dr. Russel. Jost of Waterloo, fol- 


In applying for the license, Mrs. 
Jones gave her age as 52; while 
Dantes stated that he was 45, and 
a gardener. 

Dantes’s divorce petition states 
that for three weeks after the 
marriage “a happy marital rela- 
tion existed,” but that then, “with- 
out just cause, she began to berate 
him, saying he was not true to 
her, was ‘neither fish nor fowl,’” 
and that she intended to employ a 
lawyer to seek an annulment of 
the marriage. When he told her, 
in a lawyer’s preserice, that he 
would resist an annulment suit, 
Dantes charges that she “became 
violently enraged,” and that, on or 
about June 22, she told him she 
would not live with him as his 
wife,

Wheeler’s statement: 

“I came to Montana about 40 
years ago a young man without 
money and without friends. The 
people of Montana have been very 
good to me and I want to thank 
them from the bottom of my 
heart for their many kindnesses. 
I have served them to the best of 
my ability and have nothing to 
regret. 

“Those who voted in the Demo- 
cratic primary have relieved me 
of a great responsibility and a lot 
of hard work. I have congratulat- 
ed Judge Erickson, 

“Probably I have lost many 
supporters because I did not go 
along blindly with a Democratic 
administration in the past few 
years, but I could not sacrifice 
my principles for party expe- 
diency. I felt it was my duty to 
vote and fight for my honest con- 
victions regardless of whether 
others in high places agreed with 
me, I am still of that opinion. 

“T am proud of the record I 
have made and I am confident 
that time will vindicate that rec- 
ord and my predictions about the 
future.”

WASHINGTON, uly 17 (AP)— 
Eleanor Hall, a former secretary 
in the Washington office of a 


midwest munitions combine, testi-| — 


fied today that she once listened 
in on a telephone conversation in 
which she said Representative 
May (Dem.), Kentucky, chairman 
of the House Military Affairs 
Committee, asked the combine's 
Washington representative: “What 
about that 33000?“ 

Mrs. Hall formerly was em- 


ployed here by the Erie Basin 
Metal Products Co. of Elgin, IIl., 
and the Batavia Metal Products 
Co., of Batavia, III. 

She told the Senate investigat- 
ing committee she quit this job 
because of very shady business.“ 

(When Chairman Mead (Dem.), 
New York, of the committee 
asked Mrs. Hall if she quit her 
job because she was “emotionally 
. upset,” the United Press said she 
replied: “I was emotionally upset. 
After all, when you're working 
for a bunch of crooks, it does get 
you emotionally upset.”’) 

Took Notes on Call. 

She told the committee that in 
one of frequent telephone conver- 
sations between May and Joseph 
Freeman, Washington sales agent, 
she was asked to listen in and 
take notes. May, she said, had 
originated the call to Freeman. 

“As I recall,” she testified, it 
was a conversation about lumber 
—something about length and 
sizes that they wanted to remem- 
ber. At the end of the conversa- 
tion Mr. May said rather gruffly 
to Mr. Freeman, ‘What about that 
$3000’ * 

What was the answer?“ she 
was asked. She testified that it 
was to the effect that “it would 
be along in a day or so.” 

“As I remember,” she added, 
“some kind of assurance that it 
was coming.” 

There has been previous testi- 
mony that May was a one-time 
agent in Kentucky for the Cum- 
berland Lumber Co., which was 
associated with the Batavia com- 
pany. May has stated he profited 
in no way from his activities in 
connection with the munitions 
firms. 

Testifies Barkley Called. 

Another ex-secretary of the com- 
panies’ Washington office who tes- 
tified was Mrs. Jean Bates. She 
said that she handled frequent 
telephone calls from May and “on 
several occasions” from the office 
of emocratic Majority Leader 
Barkley of Kentucky. 

Mrs. Hall said May had ‘thrice 
visited the combine’s Washington 
office and on one occasion had 
cautioned employes to be careful 
in phone conversations “because 
the wires may be tapped.”

WASHINGTON, July 17 (AP) 
—Don’t be surprised if your bar- 
ber starts giving you a little of 
the low-down on atomic energy 
next time you lean back in the 
chair. 

The possibility was outlined 
yesterday: at the Institute on 
World Control of Atomic Energy: 
ergy. 

Mrs. Lilian Watford of Pitts- 
burgh, secretary of the Tri-state 
Atumic Information Committee, 
told delegates that the leader of 
a Pennsylvania barber’s union had 
assured the committee “he would 
enlist the aid of 10,000 barbers” 
in a campaign to get some of the 
facts of atomic life across to the 
public. 2 

Saying she thought it was a 


and good idea, Mrs. Watford told a 


reporter: 
“Maybe it might sound face- 
tious; but you must admit that bar- 


bers reach a good cross-section of 
the general public. You pow 


how they’re always talking in bar- 
ber shops—about baseball and so 
on. They might profitably be talk- 
ing about the implications of 
atomic energy, and informed bar- 
bers can réadily spread certain 
important facts.” 

She said that her organization— 
composed of educators; religious 
and scientific leaders in Penn- 
sylvania, Ohio and West Virginia 
—held regular community con- 
ferences for the purpose of dis- 
seminating atomic information. 

“We stress three points about 
atomic energy,” she said, “first, 
there is no defense against the 
atomic bomb; second, that there is 
no ‘secret’ about it that other na- 
tions won't eventually have; and, 
third that there must be interna- 
tional control of atomic energy.”

STRIKE ON MEAI 
BUYING FOR WEEK 
CALLED BY UAW 


Auto Union Urges Its 
800,000 Members and 
All Consumers to Fight 
Rise in Costs. 


DETROIT, July 17 (AP)—The 
CIO United Auto Workers project- 
ed a meat buyers strike today to 
which they invited the participa- 
tion of all America’s consumers. 

Fighting the climb in living 
costs, the big labor union which 
helped to set up the nation’s post- 
war wage structure sought to mo- 
bilize the public against “exorbi- 
tant” meat prices. 

The UAW-CIO, calling for co- 
operation from its own 800,000 
members and all other organized 
labor and consumer groups, or- 
dered its strike to start today. It 
is to last seven days. 

Workers demonsrations in sev- 
eral cities Tuesday signaled the 
start of the UAW-CIO’s nation- 
wide “anti-inflation” campaign. 
Rival AFL unions joined hands 
with the CIO’s auto union in sev- 
eral instances. 

UAW President Walter P. Reu- 
ther, addressing a police-estimated 
crowd of 40,000 to 50,000 in De- 
troit’s Cadillac Square, called for 
meat buyers strike in order to re- 
store “reasonable prices” and to 
“terrorize profiteers.” 

Reuther, charging “reactionary 
elements” were “hell-bent for the 
good old days,” said meat was 
only the union’s first target. He 
said rents and other items would 
follow unless prices were brought 
down by Act of Congress or other- 
wise reduced. 

UAW-sponsored rallies took 
place in Cleveland, Chicago and 
other cities in the union’s “Save 
the OPA” drive. Congress was 
urged to restore price control and 
consumers to restrict their buying 
to “most urgent necessities.” 

Placards carried by demonstra- 
tors said “a price increase is a 
wage cut” and we're not buying 
till prices stop flying.” Attendance 
at the affairs fell below unionists’ 
pre-rally estimates, but UAW of- 
ficials said they were satisfied 
with the turnouts. 

In Detroit from 20,000 to 30,000 
Chrysler workers left their jobs 
temporarily, cutting production.

CHANCE OF BREAK 
IN DEADLOGK ON 
PRICE GONTROL 


Senator Sees Prospect of 
Agreement by Night— 
Truman Likely to Sign 
Modified Bill. 


WASHINGTON, July 17 (AP)— 
Optimism that the price control 
deadlock may de broken before 
night was voiced Sy Senate Demo- 
cratic leader Barkley of Kentucky 
today after a Senate-House con- 
ference committee canvassed the 
possibilities of compromise. 


Senator Downey (Dem.), Califor- 
nia, another member of the 14- 
man committee, told reporters 
“there is a possibility” an agree- 
ment can be worked out “before 
the day ends.” 

It was learned that at the meet- 
ing House members insisted that 
the Senate drop the bars in its 
new bill against price controls of 
meats, butter, eggs and a long list 
of other items of the housewife's 
market basket. 

Downey told reporters that “if 
Senators Tobey (Rep.), New 
Hampshire, and Radcliffe (Dem.), 
Maryland, will agree” to the 
House members’ proposal “this 
conference can end quickly.“ 
Downey added that Senators 
Barkley and Wagner (Dem.), New 
York, would go along with such 
a compromise, 

“That would not bea good bill 
even then,” he said, “but I be- 
lieve the President would sign it.” 

Taft Won’t Yield. 

Earlier today Senator Taft 
(Rep.), Ohio, who bore the brunt 
of Truman’s criticism in the previ- 
ous OPA veto, told a reporter, 
however, he was unwilling to 
budge an inch on the new Senate 
bill which the President has said 
“couldn’t be any worse.” 

“Of course the President would 
sign the bill if we put such things 
as meat, eggs and butter back 
under controls,” Taft said. “I 
have no desire to compromise the 
bill. If the President wants to 
veto it, then let him veto it.” 

At the capitol, there were re- 
ports that President Truman's 
stand was this: He would sign 
the new OPA bill, overlooking 
other objections, if Congress 
knocks out the exemptions of 
meat and other foods from price 
controls. 

Warning by Advisory Board. 

The White House made public 
today a declaration from the War 
Reconversion Advisory Board that 
abandonment of price control 
would leave the nation unpro- 
tected “against a dangerous rise

Nine-Man Team to Cock Trigger 
Setting Off Atom Bomb Under Sea

ABOARD THE U. d. S. MOUNT 
McKINLEY, July 17 (AP)—Sev- 
enty-five ships were selected today 
to brave the pressures of the 
underwater atomic bomb blast, 
and most of them already are in 
Bikini lagoon, 

Adm, William H. P. Blandy, task 
force commander, announced 
there will be 29 fighting ships in 
the lagoon—five battleships, two 
carriers, three cruisers, eleven de- 
stroyers, and eight submarines, 
Other major target ships will be 
17 transports, 28 landing ships and 
one large landing craft. 

R. Adm, W. 8. Parsons, deputy 
task force commander for techni- 
cal direction, told a press gon- 


ference the elaborate trigger for 
the bomb would be cocked at the 
last minute by a nine-man team. 
The team will be headed by Dr. 
Marshall Holloway, Los Alamos, 
N. M., physicist and faculty mem- 
ber of Cornell University. 

The physicist will lead the team 
to the bomb barge, unlock and 
padlock and throw a switch to 
clear mechanism on the bomb to 
receive the radio impulse from the

AMK CHIEF 
FOR HS ALLEGED 


Death Comes Less Than 
48 Hours After His 
Conviction — Sentences 
Are Carried Out in Se- 
cret Ceremony. 


BELGRADE, July 17 (AP) — 
Gen, Draja Mihailovic, once ac- 
claimed by the Allied world as 
the organizer of the Yugoslav re- 
sistance movement, died before a 
firing squad at dawn today—less 
than 48 hours after his conviction 
on charges of treason and col 
laboration with the Germans, 

Eight other men who were con- 
victed with the former Chetnik 
leader were executed at the same 
time. 


The executions were carried out 
in a private military ceremony. 


The. others executed were: 


Radoslav-Rade Radic, 56 years 
old, former Chetnik unit com- 
mander. 


Milos Glisch, 36, Chetnik lead- 
er. 
Oskar Pavlovic, 54, former 
Zagreb, chief of police. 

Dragi Yovanovic, 44, former 
chief of police of Belgrade. 

Yanasje-Tasa Dinic, 55, former 

Minister of the Interior in the 

puppet government of the late 
Premier Milaen Nedic, whe com- 

mitted suicide’ last January by 
leaping from his jail cell, 
Vellbor Yonic, 84, Nedic’s 

Minister of Education. 

Djuro Dokic, 72, former minis- 
ter of Commerce. 

Kosta Musicki, 49, former 
aide-de-camp to King Peter. 

Official Yugoslav comment this 
morning was that “since the 
presidium of the Yugoslav Parlia- 
ment rejected the appeals of the 
accused men, all the death sen- 
tences have been carried out.” 

. Capital Loses Interest. 

The capital apparently lost all 
interest once the death sentences 
were passed. Authorities were dif- 
fident about issuing any state 
ment regarding the executions, 
and the attitude was that news of 
the executions was unimportant. 

Mihailovic and 23 co-defendants 
were convicted last Monday by a 
Yugoslav military court. He and 
10 others were sentenced to death, 
and the remaining 13 to prison 
terms ranging from 20 years to 
18 months. 


o of those sentenced to death * 


and eight of those sentenced to 
prison were convicted in absentia, 

The trial of the Serbian-born 
Chetnik leader and his fellow de- 
fendants began June 10, and was 
marked by partial “concessions” 
on the part of some of the prin- 
cipals. Mihailovic, however, main- 
tained that he was innocent of col- 


laboration and that he had fought 


to drive the Nazis from Yugosla- 
via. 

The Yugoslav Government 
fused throughout the p 
to allow United States flyers, who 
had been forced down in Yugo 
slavia, to testify that they owed 
their lives to Mihailovic and his 
Chetniks. 

Charges against Mihallovic in- 
cluded an allegation that his 
Chetniks attacked partisan forces 
led by Marshal (Tito) Broz, now 
Premier of Yugoslavia, 

Formed Resistance Band. 

Mihailovic was a _ regimental 
commander with the rank of 
colonel when Germany invaded 
Yugoslavia in April, 1941. After 
the Government fled, he retired 
into the mountain wilderness and 
organized a band of followers. 
Within a short time, he was rec 
ognized by exiled King Peter as 
his War Minister and as the field 
leader of the Yugoslav resistance 
movement. 

Reports of his exploits against 
the Germans and of his fanatic 
resistance in the face of over- 
whelming odds quickly earned 
him the admiration of the Allied 
world, which hailed him as a hero. 

His very name became synony- 
mous with the indomitable will 
of minority groups to resist the 
Nazi invaders. 

But in 1943, Tito, leader of the 
newly organized Partisans, ac- 
cused Mihailovic of collaboration 
with the Nazis, and there were re- 
ports of clashes between forces of 
Tito and Mihailovie. 

The following year, first Britain 
and then the United States switched 
support from Mihailovic to Tito, 
The United States decision was on 
the ground that supplies should be 
made available to the leader who 
was doing the most effective job 
of fighting the Germans. 

After the German collapse, Mi- 
hailovic went into hiding to avoid 
arrest on charges of treason and 
collaboration. He was finally 
captured March 13 in a mountain

of followers.

TRIESTE, July 17 (UP)—Fear 
of renewed violence gripped Tri- 
este today after one American sol- 
dier was killed and two were 
wounded in a machine-gun am- 
bush and Allied troops were alert- 
ed for trouble at shipyards para- 
lyzed by a strike of 9000 workers. 

Six hundred angry American 
soldiers in full battle equipment, 
riding in jeeps mounting machine 
guns, searched Slovene homes 
and stopped all traffic on high- 

ys in the area of the ambush- 


ng. : 

The United States Eighty-eighth 
Division announced that a jeep 
was ambushed last night near 
Largo Del Bardo, 14 miles south 
of Gorizia on the road leading 
into Trieste from the northwest. 
The driver was killed outright, 
another soldier was wounded by a 
bullet, and the third occupant, a 
lieutenant, was injured when the 
driverless vehicle crashed. 

The jeep was ambushed about 
45 miles south of the spot where 
two Yugoslav soldiers were killed 
last Friday 1 in a patrol 
clash along the Morgan line divid- 
ing the Anglo-American and Yugo- 
slav occupation zones of Venezia 
Giulia, : 

Tension was increased by news 
from Belgrade that 50,000 persons 
demonstrated outside the Ameri- 
can and British embassies against 
the Big Four decision to Intesna- 
tionalize Trieste. 

Group Well Organized. 

Dispatches said the demonstra- 
tors were well organized. They 
cried “Down with Imperialism,” 
and carried Communist and na- 
tional flags and banners in a

Massed before the British em- 
bassy for 15 minutes, the crowd 
shouted “Trieste for Yugoslavia” 
and “Justice for Trieste.” Regular 
Army soldiers stationed before the 
embassy joined the demonstration, 
brandishing clenched fists and 
yelling “Down with reactionaries.” 
The manifestation before the 
United States embassy lasted only 
five minutes.

JEFFERSON CITY, July 17 — 
Approval by the State Depart- 
ment of Resources and Develop- 
ment no longer is required for 
any master planning or zoning 
plan developed for St. Louis 
county by the County Planning 
Commission, the Attorney Gen- 
eral's department has ruled. 

The department held that a 
provision of a 1941 act requiring 
approval of such master plans by

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ED ERS COUNSEL SEEKS 
FULL ACQUITTAL FOR CLIENT 


Admiral's Lawyer Contends That Under 
Hitler, Navy Chiefs’ Titles Were 
‘So Much Farce.’

NUERNBERG, July .17 (By 
Radio) — Complete uittal of 
Grand Adm, Erich er on all 
counts was demanded today of 
the international military _tri- 
bunal by his attorney, Dr. Walter 
Siemers of Hamburg. 

This was the second claim for 
outright exoneration that has so 
far been presented to the court. 
The other was that of the inter- 
national banker Hjalmar Schacht. 

Dr, Siemers suggested that if 
the Allied indictment were re- 
drafted today in the light of the 
trial’s revelations, it would be 
amended in fundamental particu- 
lars. Its authors, he contended, 
were unable to distinguish ade- 
quately between parliamentary 
systems and a dictatorship. 

As commander in chief of the 
German Navy from 1928 until he 
was supplanted by Grand Adm. 
Karl Doenitz, Raeder was invested 
with rank “equivalent to that of 
a cabinet minister.” He was a 
member of the cabinet and se- 
cret defense councils. 

Such positions in Great Britain, 
France or the United States, de- 
clared the lawyer, would have en- 
tailed a voice and responsibility 
in the making of policy. But un- 
der Adolf Hitler’s autocracy, it 
was asserted, these lofty titles 
were merely “so much farce.” 

“Not a Politician.” 

The prosecution's misconception 
as to Raeder, according to his 
advocate, lay in the presumption 
that he was both a naval officer 
and a politician. Throughout his 
career, Siemers maintained, 
Raeder held himself scrupously 
aloof from politics and acted with- 
out exception as a professional 
seaman, 

The admission was freely made 
that Raeder was the prime mover 
in the occupation, of Norway and 
that he devoted several months 
to winning the reluctant Fuehrer’s 
consent to the enterprise. But the 
motive was asserted to have been 
strategic and not political. 

Raeder had conclusive reason to 
think, stated the attorney, that 
Allied forces were at the point of 
seizing the-principal Norwegian 
harbors and that there was urgent 
military necessity for anticipating 
the operation. It would have 
posted British sea power on the 
German, flank and endangered the 
Reich’s essential supplies of high 
grace iron ore in Sweden. The 
adventure was said to have been 
undertaken with profound misgiv- 
ings on Raeder’s part and not out 
of vainglory or jealousy of the 
laurels won by the Army. He pre- 
dicted, as actually occurred, that 
the Reich would toes one-third of 
it; fleet. i 855 

Plea for Acquittal. 

“From an historical point of 
view,” Siemers concluded, “Raeder 
may have been guilty in that— 
like many others in Germany and 
abroad—he failed to see through 
Hitler and lacked strength to re- 
sist the Fuehrer’s dynamic per- 
sonality. Whatever Raeder did or 
left undone in his life, it was in 
the belief that he was acting cor- 
rectly as a conscientious soldier. 

“He is highly regarded as an of- 
ficer. He has always lived honor- 
ably and as a Christian. A man 
who believes in God does not com- 
mit crimes. A soldier who believes 
in God cannot be a war criminal. 
I therefore beg the tribunal to ac- 
quit Grand Adm. Raeder com- 
pletely on all points of the in- 
dictment.” 1 

Until disillusioned by the Polish 
war, the defense counselor in- 


sisted, Raeder was utterly sure 


that Hitler shared his own view— 
namely that at all costs peace 
must be maintained with England. 
Up to the Munich pact, Siemers 
averred, the Fuehrer’s basic policy 
was friendship and if possible a 
military alliance with ‘Great 
Britain. But Hitler left Munich 
with a disastrous conviction of his 
own infallibility and an overween- 
ing contempt for the democracies 
and their leadership as exempli- 
fied by Chamberlain and Daladier. 

Raeder was said to have been 
appalled when he learned Hitler 
was about to attack Russia and 
his grounds were ethical ag well 
as military. On many occasions, 
he was described as protesting to 
the Fuehrer though in vain that 
this breach of the non-aggression 
pact with the Soviet Union would 
deal a mortal blow to German 
honor, 

Th. fact was acknowledged that 
Raeder despite his scruples re- 
mained ih Hitler’s service through 
the Roehm purge, the withdraw- 
al from the League of Nations, 
the occupation of the Rhineland, 
the Austrian Anschluss and the 
campaigns in Czechoslovakia, Po- 
land, France, Greece and Russia. 

With most of these operations, 
Siemers argued, the German 
Navy had little or nothing to do 
and in any case it was Raeder’s 
duty as a fighting man to fight 
and not to question the political 
decisions of the legitimate head of 
the state. Revolt was depicted as 
unthinkable to an officer of his 
background. | 

A Charming Fairy Tale. 

It was like a charming fairy 
tale, as related by Dr. Fritz Sau- 
ter of Munich—how Baldur von 
Schirach, youngest of the defend- 
ants, grew up in a rich and cul- 
tivated Weimar household, pored 
over Goethe and Schiller and be- 
came an anti-Semite as a boy, a 
Nazi at the age of 18 and then 
leader of the Hitler youth which 
on a basis of compulsory mem- 
bership embraced 90 to 95 per 
cent of all German lads and girls. 

And it was out of beautiful love 
for peace and humanity, Sauter 
poetized, that Schirach put his 
charges in uniform, indoctrinated 
them in the Nazi catechism and 
taught them to Heil Hitler, march 
in military formation and shoot 
with sport rifles. 

If his organization was the fa- 
vorite recruiting ground for the 
murderous S. S. Elite Guards, that 
was no concern of the knightly 
Jugendfuehrer. 

The attorney admitted that his 
client aided with all his might 
the Nazi seizure of power, that he 
was a blindly loyal follower of 
Hitler and National Socialism and 
that he made it his life work to 
convert German youth to party 
idealogy. But it was denied that 
he poisoned the thought of a gen- 
eration with Nazi teachings, as 
the indictment charges, and 
“especially trained it for aggres- 
sive War.“ 

The Hitler Jugend law of 1936 
stipulated that Schirach’s task 
would be to “educate youth phys- 
ically, intellectually and morally, 
outside the parental home and the 
school, for service to the people 
and community in the spirit of 
National Socialism. 


Before he was interrupted by 
the court’s adjournment for the 
afternoon, Sauter pleaded that 
Shirach was in general not guilty 
and that if he was, he had repent- 
ed handsomely in consequence of 
the trial’s disclosures and had ex- 
claimed during last May, from 
“the deepest core of -his heart,” 
that Hitler's crimes must fill 
every German with shame,

B-29 FLIES OVER 
NORTH POLE, BACK; 
‘GUIDED BY RADAR 


Equipped With Long-Range 
Navigation Instruments 
Know as ‘Loran.’ 


EDMONTON, July 17 (AP)—A 
B-29 Superfortress, equipped with 
special long-range navigation in- 
struments known as “Loran,” and 
with a pressurized cabin, recently 
made a flight of more than 5000 
miles from Edmonton over the 
geographic North Pole and back, 
it was learned yesterday. It was 
the first such flight in history 
originating on Canadian soil. 

It was thought the flight was 


made for instrument testing pur- 
poses, particularly the Loran de- 
vice, and to gather data on polar 
weather conditions. Carrying a 
crew of 12, the plane stopped at 
Fairbanks to refuel and then went 
over the pole and returned to Fair- 
banks in about 23 hours. 

Loran (“long-range navigation” 
radar), is a use of radar in which 
pulsed radio signals are sent out 
from huge land-based stations at 
regular intervals to ships or 
planes equipped with Loran sets. 
The ships or planes can pick up 
the signals, at distances up fo 
1200 miles away, and plot their 
positions.

King Says 11 of 17 Russians Named 
Left Before Report Was Issued. 


OTTAWA, July 17 (AP) — Prime 
Minister W. L. Mackenzie King 
said today in the House of Com- 
mons that 11 of the 17 Russian 
embassy employes mentioned in 
the final report of the Royal com- 
mission on espionage had returned 
to Russia before the report was 
made public last Monday. 

King said he had assurances 
that the others mentioned in the 
report would be leaving Canada 
immediately at the insistence of 
the Soviet Government,

CHINESE REDS IS ALLEGED 


Communists 


Attacking Along Yangtze 


Within 20 Miles of Nanking, Government 
Says — Gen. Chou Blames Nationalists. 


NANKING, July 17 (AP)—The 
Chinese Government said today 
that 130,000 Communist troops had 
opened an offensive along the 
Yangtze hiver and were attack- 
ing only 20 miles from Nanking 
and 45 miles from Shanghai. 

The Government carried a pro- 
test to Gen. George C. Marshall, 
asserting the Communists intend- 
ed to sweep up key cities and 
ports along the 175 miles of the 
mighty river between this capital 
and Shanghai. 

The C8mmunists had complained 
to the special United States en- 
voy late yesterday, charging the 
Government was provoking this 
east China fighting and the situa- 
tion was “heading directly into a 
full-scale civil war.” 

The Government's Ministry of 
Defense said the Communists had 
attacked Luho, 20 miles north of 
Nanking, and the city of Haimen, 
across the Yangtze 45 miles north 
of “Shanghai, as well as other 
ports. 

Correspondents were unable to 
obtain permission to visit the al- 
leged battle front north of Nan- 
king to investigate the conflicting 
claims, 


Gen. Chou En-lai, chief Com- 


munist negotiator, first laid the 
reports of fighting in Kiangsu 
province before Marshall. 

Returning to Nanking from 
Shanghai, he told Marshall the 
Communist new Fovrth Army had 
captured “war orders” to Govern- 
ment troops in northern Kiangsu 
to start a general offensive. He 
appealed to Marshall to halt the 
spreading civil strife. 


Wang Ping-nan, Communist 
spokesman, declared the Commu- 
nists “still are on the defensive” 
but “unless some drastic action is 
taken instantly, the answer is 
civil war.” 


Marshall was expected to con- 
fer within two or three days with 
Generalissimo Chiang Kai-shek. 
who is in the summer capital at 
Kuling. 

Wang declared the situation had 
deteriorated since Chiang left “and 
there are no responsible officials 
left in Nanking able to control 
the Kuomintang (Government) 
Army commanders.” 

Meanwhile, the air and ground 
search for seven American Ma- 
rines who were seized by a Chi- 
nese band near Chinwangtao Sat- 
urday was proceeding without re- 
sults. 


END OF IRANIAN OIL STRIKE 
REPORTED; 46 DEAD IN FIGHTS 


TEHRAN, July 17 (U®)—Re 
ports from Khuzistan today said 
that the strike in the Anglo-Iran- 
ian Oil Co, field appeared to have 
ended after battles in which 46 
persons were killed and 170 
wounded, 


Reports said the strike was 
broken after Iranian troops and 
Arab workers attacked the Iran- 
ian strikers. 

The laborers, employed by the 
British oil firm, were said to have 
returned to their work after a 
Tehran mission promised them 
that protective labor legislation 
would be enacted and that they 
would be protected from further 
attacks by the Arab workmen. 


NO EASING OF GRAIN FOR BEER, 
U.S. AGENCY TELLS BREWERS 


WASHINGTON, July 17 (AP)— 
The Department of Agriculture 
told a delegation of brewery in- 
dustry workers, brewery distribu- 
tors and tavern keepers yesterday 
that it will not lift restrictions 
on the use of grain for beer so 
long as world food supplies con- 
tinue short. 

C. C. Farrington, assistant ad- 
ministrator of the production and 
marketing administration, stated 
the department’s position at a 
public hearing on a Government 
order limiting use of grains in 
beer production to 70 per cent of 
1945 usage.

BRITISH BAKERS DEFY ORDER — 
TO RATION BREAD; RISK JAIL 


LONDON, July 17 (AP) — The 
National Association of Master 
Bakers threatened today to defy 
the Government order to ration 
bread beginning next Monday at 
the risk of imprisonment if neces- 
sary. 

Some 1500 delegates shouted 
down all opposition to the call 
fcr non-co-operation. Alfred Bos- 
tock, chairman of the association’s 
executive, declared There's no 
doubt it is a complete revolt.” 

The meeting unanimously adopt- 
ed a resolution calling the ration- 
ing scheme “impossible to work 
in its present form” and announc- 
ing bakers “will continue to sup- 
ply bread and confectionery as 
heretofore without bread units 
and with the hope that a simpli- 
fied scheme will be introduced.” 


WAR TROPHIES BILL IS SIGNED 


WASHINGTON, July 17 (AP)— 


President Truman signed yester- 
day legislation providing for dis- 
tribution of war trophies, includ- 
ing those captured from the 
enemy, among the states. 

Distribution will be by the Sec- 
retary of War. Each state’s share 
will be determined by the number 
of its residents who served in the 
Army. Guns, tanks, airplanes and 
similar equipment may be given 
away—after treatment to insure 
they cannot be used as weapons— 
to governors of the states. The 
states or local organizations must 
pay freight charges. 


RUSSIANS ASSERT 
TWO U.S. OFFIGERS 
CAN'T BE LOCATED 


Reds Say That to Best of 
Their Knowledge, Men 
Are Not Being Held in 


Soviet Zone. 


*RANKFURT, Germany, July 
17 (AP)—Russian authorities have 
told the United States Army that 
two American officers who sup- 
posedly disappeared into the Rus- 
sian zone of Berlin recently can- 
not be located, it was announced 
here officially today. 

The missing men are Capt. Har- 
old Cobin of New York City and 
Newark, N.J., and Lt. George 
Wyatt of Oklahoma City. They. 
were last seen on July 4 boarding 
a train for Oranienburg, a Rus- 
sian provisional headquarters 20 
miles north of Berlin. 

The Russians yesterday released 
two other missing Americans, 
Warrant Officer and Mrs. Samuel 
L. Harrison, and the Americans 
were to release today three Rus- 
sians, two of them Army officers, 
who had been held on suspicion 
| Of espionage. 

An Army public relations officer 
said the Russians had asserted 
that they “have been unable to 
locate Cobin and Wyatt and that 
to the best of their knowledge 
they are not being held in the 
Russian zone.” 

(The United Press quoted an 
Army intelligence spokesman as 
saying, “Russian officials have 
sworn on their honor” that they 
do not have in custody either of 
two American officers.) 

Earlier, an American security 
officer had said that the Rus- 
sian “may demand some quid pro 
quo” for releasing the two Ameri- 
can officers, adding: 

“I can't say officially, but 1 
think we may be holding some 
more Russian personnel down the 
line somewhere in our occupation 
zone” 

Meanwhile, it was learned from 
another source that American of- 
cials operating a dragnet to catch 
some 26 United States soldiers 
listed as “long-term A.W.O.L.s” 
were checking on reports some 
of them might be in the Russian 
zone. One officer, however, dis- 
missed this as a routine check, 
saying, “We look everywhere for 
A.W.O.L.s, and there's nothing 
sensational in our going into the 
Russian zone to check.”

DEADLINE BY Cid 
FOR MACHINISTS 


Arbitration Move in Five 
Days Demanded 
Granite City Tie-up— 
1600 Idle 16 Weeks.

CIO steel workers today gave 
175 machinists, whose strike has 
closed the Granite City Steel Co. 
and kept 1600 steel workers out 
of work for more than 16 weeks, 
five days to arrange with the 
company to arbitrate the issue 
which has prolonged the shut 
down. 

Approximately 800 affected steel 
workers unanimously adopted a 
resolution requesting the company 
and the machinists to select their 
own arbitrator before next Mon- 
day or to appeal to Secretary of 
Labor Lewis B. Schwellenbach to 
appoint one. The resolution called 
on both parties to accept the ar- 
bitrator’s decision as final. 

The steel workers met for an 
hour and 15 minutes at Labor 
Temple, Granite City. They were 
addressed by A. F. Kojetinsky, 
regional director of the CIO 
United Steel Workers; Walter 
Love, subregional director, and 
Lloyd M. McBride, international 
representative. 

Back-to-Work Move Possible. 

Steel worker officers told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter that an- 
other special meeting of the steel 
workers will be called Monday 
unless the company and the ma- 
chinists comply with the request. 
They declined to comment on fu- 
ture action in that event, but it 
was learned that the steel work- 
ers might consider a back-to-work 
movement. : 

The strike began March 16 
when the machinists demanded 
restoration of the prewar policy of 
overtime rates for Saturday and 
Sunday work performed within 
the 40-hour work week. The com- 
pany has maintained that it can- 
not’ discriminate against its steel 
workers, the majority of its em- 
ployes, by acquiescing in the ma- 
chinists’ demands. The steel work- 
ers do not get the premium for 
Saturday or Sunday work accord- 
ing to their present contract, 

Pointing out that the 16-week 
shutdown has caused much suf- 
fering, the resolution of the steel 
workers asked the machinists and 
the company “to consider the 
hardship on other employes of 
this company who are not mem- 
bers of the machinists’ union.” It 
cited also the heavy burden im- 
posed on the community. 

Only “Decent” Thing to Do. 

Kojetinsky, addressing the meet- 
ing, said there was only one “de- 
cent” thing to do—that was to 
arbitrate. “We only expect the 
machinists to do what we would 
do for them,” he said. “We ex- 
pect them to take the hardship of 
our people into consideration.” 

The resolution said it had be- 
come evident that meeting after 
meeting of the company and the 
machinists demonstrated they 
“cannot or will not compromise 
this issue.”

WASHINGTON, July 17 (AP)— 
The Army Air Forces and the 
Navy got together today on a 
standard mile.

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VATICAN SEES US. 
AS LIBERTY'S HOPE 
IN TIME OF PERIL 


Church Regards Period 
as One of Most Dan- 
gerous in 2000 Years 
Due to Communism. 


By RELMAN MORIN 
VATICAN CITY, July 17 (AP)— 
In the view of the Catholic 
Church, the world is entering one 


of the most dangerous periods in 
2000 years. The United States, 
because of its ideals and religious 
belief, is regarded as the strongest 
pillar in the threatened structure 
of human liberty. 

The church is not pessimistic, 
but it is very much alarmed. 

That conclusion has been un- 
mistakable after a series of dis- 
cussions with prelates in the Vati- 
can, climaxed today by a private 
audience with Pope Pius XII. 

It was not an interview, nor 
were the Pope’s words spoken for 
quotation. 

There was no mistaking the con- 
cern the Pope feels for the suc- 
cess of the conference of Paris 
July 29, where the four major 
powers and 17 invited nations will 
review the drafts of the peace 
treaties. 

Nor was there any doubt about 
his affection for the United States. 

Several days ago, in a quotable 
statement to a group of American 
newspaper executives who visited 
him, the Pope deacribed the world 
as a “quagmire of inhuman suf- 
fering and injustice.” He char- 


acterized its problems as “intri-| 


cate and tragic.” 
Conflict With Russia. 

The principal reason in the Vati- 
can view, is simply that Soviet 
Russia, both from the spiritual 
and the social points of view, pro- 
pounds a doctrine totally antithe- 
tic to the Catholic Church. 

Primarily, the Church is con- 
cerned with freedom of religion. 
Like the democracies of the world, 
it is also concerned with the free- 
dom of thought and speech and 
the freedom of the press. On both 
points—the spiritual and the social 
—the Church finds itself in oppo- 
sition to the Russian system, a 
high prelate familiar with church 
problems in eastern Europe said. 
They are irreconcilable, he added. 

To a question as to whether 
Communism and Catholicism can 
live together in the same world, 
this prelate replied: 

“We have been living with our 
enemies for 19 centuries. We are 
men of faith, and to us, Com- 
munism is a thing that must 


Meanwhile, he said, it is never- 
theless a menace to the funda- 
mentals of the Catholic faith. 

As an example, Poland, a pre- 
dominantly Catholic country, was 
cited. The situation there, he said, 
is “distinctly threatening ... No 
one can say what will happen to 
the Church . . Our information 
is meager, and we can only wait 
and see.” 

The same obscurity veils the 
situation in Ruthenia, it was 
stated. 

Vatican View of U. 8. 

Not only for religious reasons 
but also because of the social 
issues involved, the United States 
is regerded in Vatican opinion 
as the standard-bearer for the 
ideals of freedom. 

“America holds the same belief 
in fundamental human rights as 
the Church. It therefore has 
naturally assumed the role of a 
leader,” the prelate said. 

For all of this the Vatican does 
not expect another world war in 
the near future. “It is a catas- 
trophe too terrible to be contem- 
plated,” an officer said. The solu- 
tion lies in prayer, in putting an 
end to secrecy and suspicion, and 
in a return to good will.”

(Gen. William N. Porter, retired 
chief of the chemical warfare 
service, has been a witness.) 

She told the committee that 
among her superiors were Mur- 
ray Garsson, Freeman and Louis 
Sarelas. She testified that they 
had phoned May’s office “several 
times a week.” 

Frequent Calls to May. 

Telephone exchanges were fre- 


quent, she said, between May and 


Freeman, and between May and 
Garsson and others in the office. 

Mrs. Bates related that calls 
from Barkley's office came “some- 
times several times a week; some- 
times not for a month” during 
the entire period of her employ- 
ment. 

A number of calls were received 
she said, from a Mr. Burton” 
ho was a “counsel.” Chairman 
Mead (Dem.), New York, of the 
Senate Investigating Comittee ob- 
served that Ralph Burton was 
counsel for the House Military 
Comittee. 


Jacobson Complains. 

Before Mrs. Bates testified, Al- 
bert Jacobson, a War Department 
consultant, protested to the com- 
mittee that he had been “humili- 
ated, maligned, castigated and de- 
graded” in the course of its hear- 
ings. : 

Jacobson, consultant in the legal 
division of the chemical warfare 
service, rose to that positlon from 
his 1939 job as a clerk-typist. He 
went to the department after re- 
signing from the District of Co- 
lumbia bar under what he de- 
scribed as “pressure.” 

Testimony has shown that he 
passed on millions of dollars of 
advances to the munitions firms 
currently under investigation. Oth- 
er evidence has teen offered to 
show he helped prepare a report 
which members asserted verged 
on a “whitwash” of the wartime 
munitions business of the compa- 
nies. 

Jacobson objected in a state- 
ment to the “public humilitation 
of having my personal affairs 
thrown to everybody in this com- 
munity.” 

‘Chastised’ by May. 

May’s name came up in the 
hearings again yesterday when 
Sarelas, former office manager 
for Freeman, testified that May 
once “chastised” him over the 
telephone for saying that Free- 
man was “in New York making 


[money for us.” 


Besides his reference to May, 
Sarelas gave the committee tes- 
timony that Freeman habitually 
carried a supply of $1000 bills on 
his person. He described pack- 
ages addressed to generals, which 
he said he had seen in the Wash- 
ington munitions office. 

Sarelas told in elaborate rhet- 
oric how he had “perspired ex- 
tremely profusely” in Washing- 
ton’s humid weather to earn an 
increase in pay from $3900 a year 
to about $11,000 after six or eight 
months with the arms group. 

He could recall, he said, only one 
occasion when May called the 
office and he answered the tele- 
phone. May asked for Freeman. 

g Money For Us. 

“Apparently being in a very 
facetious mood,” Sarelas recount- 
ed, “and not realizing what I was 
saying, I told him that ‘Joe Free- 
man is in New York making 
money for us'.“ 

It was then, he testified, that 
May “chastised me in no uncer- 
tain words.” He added that all 
he could remember of May’s re- 
marks was a statement “that isn’t 
what I asked you; I asked you 
where Joe Freeman is.” 

Sarelas related that “I suddenly 
realized the significance that re- 
mark might have had” and was so 
“completely engulfed with embar- 
rassment” that it required “about 
two. minutes to apologize to him.” 

„I was red all over,” he said. 

Sarelas described himself as a 


“rather sensitive soul” who had 


. been “exposed to the vagaries

Man Wounded by Another 
Who Says His Father Was 
Beaten by Victim. 


VANDALIA, III., July 17 (UP) 
—A 47-year-old oil worker was 
charged last night with shooting 
a farmer against whom he had 
held a grudge since, as a 7-seven- 
year-old boy, he watched the 
farmer and his brother beat his 
father with clubs. 


Ernest Tedrick is accused of 
calling John Cook, 67, from his 
farm house Monday night and 
shooting him twice with a shotgun 
at six-foot range. The blasts tore 
away Cook’s left:-f6rearm and 
right thumb. His head and body 
were punctured with 75 pellets. He 
is in serious condition, 


State’s Attorney Floyd Sonne- 
man said Tedrick had borne a 
grudge against Cook and his 
brother Pearl for 40 years, ever 
since he watched them “beat up 
his father.“ 

“The elder Tedrick died several 
years later,” Sonneman said, “but 
some have said his death resulted 
from the beating. Tedrick re- 
peatedly threatened that he would 
kill both the Cooks some day.” 

Monday was the first day of 
squirrel hunting, Sonneman said 
and Tedrick was camping about a 
mile from Cook’s house. He and 
his friends were drinking, Sonne- 
man said, 


“After a while,” Sonneman said, 
“Tedrick drove to Cook's house, 
shooting his shotgun as he came. 
He yelled at Cook to come out, 
When he came out, he shot him 
twice, Then he drove to a neigh- 
bor’s house and told them to tall 
the sheriff.” 

“T should have shot Pearl, too, 
while I was at it,” he said, ac- 
cording to Sonneman.

ERRED NOFRAUDS, 
AUDITOR REPORTS 


Accounting Office Man 
‘Testifies, However, to 
Lax Bookkeeping 
Methods. 


WASHINGTON, July 17 (AP)— 
E. W. Bell of the General Ac- 
counting Office testified today 
that the records of the Maritime 
Commission and the War Ship- 
ping Administration were “incor- 
rect and incomplete” but that “on 
the face of the records that we 
have examined we have found no 
fraud.” 

Bell, chief of the auditing di- 
vision, was the first witness to 
appear before the House Merchant 
Marine Committee as it began an 
inquiry into the two agencies’ ac- 
counting methods. 

Bell said that although the ac- 
counting office had not, at this 
time, found any indication of 
fraud, it had found numerous in- 
stances of lax accounting methods 
in both shipping agencies. He 
cited the folowing as illustrations: 

The payment of $25,000 for a 
“memory course.” He said this 
charge had been placed on a 
bill by a company which he did 
not name and that the com- 
pany had been paid. This er- 
ror he said was later discovered 
and the money returned, Bell 
did not specify who took the 
course or which agency received 
the bill. 

A New Year’s party was given 
by the WSA for an unidentified 
ship to cheer up the passen- 
gers because the ship’s depar- 
ture was delayed. Bell said_ 
negotiations still are underway 
to get the money expended 
back because the accounting of- 
fice didn’t feel that the Govern- 
3 should have fotted the 

The Maritime Commission was 
unaware for a year that it 
owned a warehouse in Emory- 
ville, Calif., which held more 
than $2,000,000 worth of supplies. 

Contractors, not receiving 
prompt payment on a first bill, 
sometimes would send a second 
one and discover that both were 
paid. In one case, Bell said, a 
contractor (whom he did not 
identify), returned $250,000 of 
such duplicate payments.

The laxity, he said, 
was found principally in the ac- 
counting methods of the field of- 
fices and in plants. 
WSA Assails Charges. 

SA took exception to a govern- 
ment auditors’ report that 8 bil- 
lion dollars turned over to it and 
Maritime Commission prior to 
July 1943 “has not been properly 
accounter for.” 

In a report submitted to the 
committee, the WSA said the use 
of the phrase had caused a mis- 
conception as to WSA's honesty, 
whereas it contended the auditors 
had not actually made any charge 
of “misappropriation of funds or 
similar irregularity.”

Conway further declared that a 
study made by the WSA’s audi- 
tors “indicate that your (War- 
ren’s) auditors were mistaken 
with respect to certain of the 
other purported errors to which 
you alluded in your report.”

Conscious of Strength. 

But a foreign minister must be 
more than this. He must also be 
able to. understand in a sympa- 
thetic spirit the interests and even 
prejudices of foreign countries. 
This, Byrnes has learned to do. 
In addition, he is conscious, as few 
other Americans are, of the im- 
mense strength of the United 
States in the modern world and 
realizes the obligation of bold 
leadership which this places upon 
him. 

All foreign observers who came 
in contact with Byrnes during the 
recent Paris talks have been con- 
scious of the fact that he has 
grown in stature in the last. few 
weeks, That is a good thing for 
the United States, and it is also a 
good thirw for the world.

An item from the New York Post reprinted re- 
cently on this page, telling how the Army’s 
super-secrecy about atomic energy is standing 
in the way of the war on cancer, must have 
been read with dismay and indignation. 

Radio-iodine, which now costs $4000 to $10,- 

000 for the treatment of a single case, and 
which is needed to treat persons dying of can- 
cer of thyroid origin, is being wasted out of 
the smokestacks of the Manhattan Project, be- 
cause the head of that project, Maj. Gen. Leslie 
R. Groves, will release none of this atomic by- 
product to medical science. 
Gen. Groves is a fine engineer who did a 
magnificent job of producing the atomic bomb 
for war. But he thinks in military terms to the 
exclusion of virtually all else. He is the prime 
example why, as Maj. George Fielding Eliot, 
himself a military man, says, no military man 
in active service should be connected with the 
formation of atomic policy. 

Yet the McMahon bill, which would provide 
for all-civilian control, has been amended by. 
May and his cohorts to provide that at least 
one of the five members of the Atomic Control 
Commission must be, and two may be, from 
tHe military; and that the Army may go on 
making atomic bombs with or without the Com- 


„ mission's consent, under the sole direction of 


the President. 

The control of the military by the civilian 
power is a cornerstone of our democratic gov- 
ernment because it is a safeguard against a man 
on horseback. It is, in the case of atomic en- 
ergy, also the cornerstone of progress, of the 
utilization of this awesome and wonderful’ and 
terrible discovery for the good of mankind 
rather than its destruction. Cancer treatment 
‘and research are among many areas in which 


military control of atomic energy is exerting a 


reactionary and even regressive influence. 

As David E. Lilienthal, Chairman of the State 
Department Board of Consultants on Atomic 
Energy, says in an article reprinted on this page 


today, the United States’s proposals contemplate 


more than security “against the evil uses of 


atomic energy.” They also “point a way te the 


almost limitless bene*-zial applications of atomic 
energy in the alleviation of human suffering, 
the uncovering of new knowledge about this 
beautiful and complex world, the harnessing of 
new sources of energy for the relief of drudgery 
and poverty.” And the alternative? 

“With the military in control of the project,” 


Senator MeMahon, the author of the atomic en- 


ergy control bill, says, all the possible benefi- 
cent applications of this most powerful force— 
its use for medical therapy, industry, agricul- 


ture and electric power—all these will be 


neglected and sidetracked so that the Army can 
go on making more and more atomic bombs.” 

Military control of atomic energy has already 
checked scientific progress and sown distrust 
abroad in the world. We dare delay no longer 
in committing this scientific trust to civilian 
hands. The means to do it.is by House enact- 
ment of the unamended McMahon bill.

Secretary Wallace, missing his manuscript as 
he was about to speak, rummaging through his 
pockets for it, hurrying offstage, descending to

incident was as natural as anything in the world. 
So is Henry Wallace. 

How many men could have brought it off? 
President Truman couldn’t. He would look 
somewhat embarrassed.

couldn't have done it. He would have appeared 
incongruous, like an elephant watching a rat- 
hole. Philip La Follette could do it, but it 
would be with theatrical charm; or Norman 
Thomas, with wry amusement. Lawrence Tib- 
bett could make it a deliberate tactic of boyish 
personableness, like forgetting “The Glory 
Road” in the middle and starting all over. 

Who could do ‘it just naturally and nothing 
else? Henry Wallace, and that’s about all. There 
is a man who can shuck off his shirt and play 
a fast set of tennis in Chungking, walk round 
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the block perfectly at home between trains in 
Chattanooga, and take a political knifing with- 
out a word of complaint at Chicago. A man 
who, it ig respectfully submitted, has forgotten 
more about being a plain honest human being 
than most people can remember.

It is at no risk of extravagant statement, we 
think, to say that John J. Cochran, who with- 
drew yesterday from the primary, is just about 
the finest public servant Missouri has ever sent 


to ‘Washington. He is held in admiration, af-. 


fection and esteem by men of all parties, creeds 
and stations in_life, and his seat in Congress, 
which he has held for 20 years, was secure for 
the remainder of his life. 

Yet, typically, Mr. Cochran chose not to con- 
tinue in public office. “I am not willing,” he 
said, to render part-time service to my country 
as a member of Congress in this critical period, 
nor am I willing to let my present illness in- 
terfere with full and complete service to my 
district.” There are many who wish he had not 
made this decision; who prefer to have Mr. 
Cochran even as their nominal representative. 
But that is not the Cochran ideal of public serv- 
ice. 

In the last two decades, the “redhead from 
Kerry Patch” has compiled a record that should 
be an inspiration to all members of Congress. 
He has ever been keenly alert to the needs of 
this community and to the State as a whole. 
Not only his constituents, but citizens from other 
congressional districts, placed upon him stagger- 
ing burdens which he always performed 
promptly and cheerfully. 

In national matters, he has likewise dis- 
tinguished himself. As chairman of the Com- 
mittee on Accounts and as a member of the Com- 
mittee on Expenditures, Cochran has saved the 
country many millions of dollars that otherwise 
would have been paid out in extravagance or 
graft. He was constantly vigilant, when phony 
claims were presented, to prevent raids upon 
the Treasury. 

His voting record was consistently intelligent 
and progressive. He supported Mr. Roosevelt 
and the New Deal because it was instinctive of 
him to be for the common man and the under- 
dog. His knowledge of Washington affairs was 
encyclopedic and many a newspaper man has 


been dependent upon Mr. Cochran for informa- 


tion about them. 

A loyal Democrat, Mr. Cochran still never 
permitted himself to be degraded by the baser 
elements of his party. When his fellow-Demo- 
crats in Missouri attempted to steal the govern- 
orship in 1941, Mr. Cochran denounced their 
action. ä | 

His popularity has grown steadily. As far 
back as 1932, when all members of the House 
from Missouri weré elected at large, Mr. 
Cochran led the ticket. That term he was 
the only St. Louisan in Congress and repre- 
sented the detailed interests of the whole city 
at the capital., Last time he ran, the Republican 
organization, knowing it was impossible to beat 
him, refused to back an opponent. 

In the last few years, despite cruel suffering 
and the loss of both legs, Mr. Cochran has gal- 
fantly carried on. Now he feels he must retire 
and he has asked his district to support for his 
seat Frank M. Karsten, his able secretary.

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Mr. Vandenberg on Necessity 

In a day of international pessimism, Sena- 
tor Vandenberg’s report on the Paris confer- 
ence may seem optimistic, but it is not. It is 
a plain statement of utter necessity. 

Mr. Vandenberg has looked at the potential 
for destruction on an atomic scale, and stated 
the alternative. The nations must help UN to 
function effectively, and not just to exist. They 
must control atomic energy for the benefit of 
mankind, and not merely write compacts about 
it. The United States and Russia must be 
friends, or at least partners, and not aggrava- 
tions or, at the worst, deadly rivals to each 
other. This third point is the essential on which 
the others depend. 

In less than a year, Russia and the United 
States have descended far from the mutual re- 
sponsibility which they bore in wartime. The 
provocation on Russia’s side is great. Her 
gratuitous vetoes in UN, her political ag- 
grandizement beyond her borders, her recep- 
tion of America’s plan to surrender the atomic 
weapons monopoly as a plan to retain a monop- 
oly, all represent grand-scale insult, suspicion 
and disregard for other peoples. 

The reaction on our side is adding to the 
record of mistrust. Where once Americans 
easily praised Soviet culture and Red power, 
today our press exhibits wild-swinging doubts 
about one and fear of the other. Now we ques- 
tion the creativeness of Russian art and chal- 
lenge the Soviet attitude on racial minorities, 
the first being a low plane of political criticism 
and the second a case of hypocrisy. 

It is almost as if two nations had begun to 
build back-fires, one agajnst the other, con- 
stantly feeding the flame bay = fear. And the 
smoke is in the eyes of een of the world, 
where moderate men are led as Reds by 
one side and Fascists by the other, and those 
who considered themselves liberals seem lost. 

Yet there is room, as Senator Vandenberg 
said, “for Eastern Communism and Western 
democracy to find common ground.” Russia 
will have to search harder than we, for the 
middle way requires compromise, not coercion. 
On our part, we must resist the easy escape to 
isolationism, which leads nowhere. The task 
is to translate a world of We-or-They into a 
world of Weand-They.

Atom bomb brings to crisis question of whether man can master 
machine, authority says; new science requires understanding and 
moral purpose; American plan stresses benefits in control of 
nuclear energy; “looks to man’s well-being as well as his security.”

On Atomic Energy, in The Nation , 


We cannot master the machine st the 
interest of the human spirit unless We have 
a faith in people. The rock upon which 
all these efforts rest must’ be a deep and 
abiding faith in human beings, a faith in 
the supreme worth of life. 


Great schemes of development are now 
being unfolded for China and India and 
Siberia and Latin America and the Near 
East—regions technology and science have 
hardly touched. And we are asked: But 
does it really matter what means are adopt- 
ed to bring science to the countless millions 
in these undeveloped lands? Does it really 
matter that the purpose of such develop- 
ment may not be human welfare? Does it 
matter really whether the people concerned 
have information with which to make their 
own choices, whether they have a genuine 
voice in this new destiny that s¢ience and 
the machine can bring? 


In brief, does i¢ matter whether the pur- 
pose and the means are moral and ethical? 
Matter? Indeed it matters! Nothing mat- 
ters more profoundly. 


Power Turned to Peace 


The very act of faith in the essential 
goodness of men furthers that goodness, 
just as disbelief in men will of itself make 
men less worthy of faith. This is not mere 
rhetoric; these are the ultimate realities. 
It is by putting to practical use these reali- 
ties that science and technology, by our de- 
liberate choice, can bring a new era of 
fraternity among the peoples of the earth. 


All of the foregoing has its immediate 
and critical application in the field of 
atomic energy. Our task, in practical terms, 
is to turn the awful strength of atomic 
power away from destruction and toward 
a new era of peace and well-being. 


On March 28, the State Department made 
public a report on the international con- 
trol of atomic energy, written by a five- 
man Board of Consultants on which I 
had the privilege of serving as chairman, 


The American proposals, if put into ef- 
fect through the United Nations, could pro- 
vide security against the evil uses of 
atomic energy. At the same time, our 
proposals also point a way to the almost 
limitless beneficial applications of atomic 
energy in the alleviation of human suffer- 
ing, the uncovering of new knowledge about 
this beautiful and complex world, the har- 
nessing of new sources of energy for the 
relief of drudgery and poverty. 


Dewy-Eyed Concept of Law 


There is nothing more dewy-eyed, naive 
and ignorant of the realities of human na- 
ture than to urge (seriously and sincerely) 
that the world rest its hopes for eliminat- 
ing the atomic bomb entirely upon making 
possession and use of the bomb illegal— 
“outlawing” it is the common phrase—and 
providing machinery for drastic punish- 
ment of violations. 3 


That this reliance upon the negative 
aspects of war is naive and unworkable is 
illustrated, to my mind, by a wireless press 
account which appeared in the New York 
Times. A distinguished British lawyer was 
quoted as saying that under international 
law, war has already been outlawed“ 
ever since the Kellogg Pact of 1928. War 
came again “not because of any deficiency 
in the law. The war took place because of 
the inactivity of international police.” 


But why were international police inac- 


tive just when they were needed and the 
peace of the world was being threatened? 
Is not that the real question? Could it be 
because when the crisis comes we discover 
that suppressive and police-like activities, 
taken alone and relied upon exclusively, 
are no foundation for peace—that some- 
thing more affirmative is required? 


It seems clear to me that we must, if 
we would survive, seize upon, emphasize 
and make use of the creative opportuni- 
ties. It seems clear that it is these very 
constructive possibilities in respect to atomic 
energy that make this such a great and 
unique opportunity for the building and 
maintenance of peace, 


Not a Police-Like Plan 


My associates and I were explicit about 
this in our report. In describing the cri- 
teria we laid down to guide us in devising 
a plan for international control of atomic 
energy, we said: 


“To be genuinely effective for security, 
the plan must be one that is not wholly 
negative, suppressive and police-like. We 
are not dealing simply with a military or 
scientific problem but with a problem in 
statecraft and the ways of the human 
spirit. Therefore the plan must be one 
that will tend to develop the beneficial 
possibilities of atomic energy and encour- 
age the growth of fundamental knowledge, 
stirring the constructive and imaginative 
impulses of men rather than merely con- 
centrating on the defensive and negative. 
It should, in short, be a plan that looks to 
the premise of man’s future well-being as 
well as to his security.” 


We cannot think of atomic power as 
apart from those who direct its course and 
use, and define the purposes for which it 
is put. That is a towering responsibility 
which may safely be entrusted only to 


those whe have a deep faith in the human 


spirit, to whom the interests of human be- 
ings come first, 


Science in Evil Hands 


That responsibility is not safe with men, 
in public life or private undertakings, to 
whom people are only a market—a market 
for new gadgets, a. labor market with which 
to make the gadgets, a political market to 
be cajoled and organized and voted. To 
them the people of a democracy have little 
capacity to choose wisely; the people are 
to be circumvented, not consulted; tol- 
erated, not trusted. 


We do have a choice, On the one hand 
it is clear that science in evil hands can 
make us slaves—well-fed perhaps, but more 
pathetic for that fact. On the other hand 
it is plain that men can use science to fur- 
ther human freedom and the development 
of human personality. But how it shall be 
used will be determined by choices made by 
the people, choices that are genuine only 
when based on a knowledge of alternatives. 


Those who have a faith in people must 
take upon themselves the responsibility to 
keep the well-springs of knowledge clear, 
to keep them open to all who come with a 
thirst to know.

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"THOMAS JEFFERSON. AMERICAN TOURIST," by 
Edward Dumbauid, (University of Oklahoma Press, 
Norman.) 

It is sometimes thought odd that a great 
man like Thomas Jefferson could have had 
ordinary interests. But possibly that was 
why he was outstanding. 


At least Jefferson seems to have had 
very typical feelings about traveling. After 
he had partly realized his youthful desire 
to see the world, he was more impressed 
than ever with the wonders of the United. 
States. In a letter he wrote to Monroe 
from Europe, Jefferson said: 


“I sincerely wish you may find it con- 
venient to come here; the pleasure of the 
trip will be less than you expect, but the 
utility greater. It will make you adore 
your own country, its soil, its climate, its 
equality, liberty, laws, people and manners. 
My God! how little do my countrymen know 
what precious blessings they are in pos- 
session of, and which no other people on 
earth enjoy.” 
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Jefferson’s travels ranged from excir- 
sions into different states of the United 
States to France, Germany, Holland, Italy 
and England, One is impressed by the 
utilitarianism of this Southern gentleman. 
His neat account book of practically every 
penny spent, his advice on what to see, 
which excluded most of the cultural aspects, 
and his long letters on commercial matters 
to his friends all show this quality. 


Yet he had also a wide interest in all 
peoples wherever he went and possessed 
real insight into their character and prob- 
lems. Morepver, if he felt that European 
culture could be useful to the United States, 
he was quite willing to accept and use it. 
His purchase of great quantities of books 
in Europe demonstrates this. 


Not all Jefferson’s time was spent pon- 
dering complicated problems; he could con- 
cern himself with such minutia as the 
number of steps he took in walking a mile. 
Like the late Franklin D. Roosevelt, he 
seemed to have time for everything.

Hitler’s Shorn Eagles 


“THE GERMAN AIR FORCE.” by Wing Commander 
Asher Lee. (Harper and Brothers, New York.) 
This book, while not official, is an ex- 

haustive report of the Luftwaffe from its 

secret beginning to the fall of Germany. 

It shows hw. in view of the treaty restric- 

tions, the rman Air Force became the 

main factor, perhaps, in Germany’s bid for 
world domination. 


The book is replete with technical in- 
formation on performance and production 
of the different German aircraft. It re- 
ports in detail how the air force played its 
part in each campaign. 


The German Air Force was the result of 
careful planning and its growth extended 
over a period of 15 years from 1922 to 1937. 
Through the flying clubs, development of 
commercial aviation (the Lufthansa) and 
research carried on abroad by Germany's 
best aircraft designers, the Luftwaffe had 
been made an organized entity when Hit- 
ler came to power in 1933. 

At the time of the Munich agreement, 
4000 first-line planes were available with 
pilots and ground crews—a fact that gave 
the Germans a trump card in international 
diplomacy and “moved the Nazi Govern- 
ment as much as anything to risk the haz- 
ard of a European war.” 

Wing Commander Lee ends his book 
with this fitting epitaph: “Here lies an 
Air Force dead and buried, we hope for- 
ever. It lived 10 years above ground, aft- 
er spawning underground for 15. It 
achieved much and dazzled most when pit- 
ted against the weak.

Von Strempel was skeptical. He 
was not familiar with Hertslet's 
operators in this hemisphere.

The move was 
made necessary by the fact that 
the Civil Courts Building must be 
vacated to make room for new 
magistrates court, set up under 
the new state Constitution.

MOTHER HENRIETTA DIES AT 86 


Gordon Servant, the Copycutter, 


Retires After 52 Years Steady 


Joined the Post-Dispatch 


in 1888, Tried Country 
Journalism, Returned 
to City Job in 1894. 


Gordon S. Servant picked up the 
leather cartridge that had just 
thumped its way through the 
pneumatic tube to the copy-cut- 
ter’s desk, distribution center of 
the Post-Dispatch composing room. 
He drew out a sheet of typewrit- 
ten copy and placed one end in 
a machine which silently stamped 
it “JUL 16 PM 1:02.” 

Other cartridges rattled to the 
desk, but Servant left them for 
the next man to handle. The 76- 
year-old copy-cutter, who first 
came to work for the Post-Dispatch 
in 1888, and whose employment 
had been continuous since 94, 
was concluding his last day on 
the job. His retirement, under 
the Joseph Pulitzer Pension Plan, 
will take place next month; the 
interval is his vacation, 7 

A few of the older men, in the 
line which formed to bid him fare- 
well, addressed Servant as “Red.” 
He had to explain to others that 
his hair, now sparse and white, 
was once brick-hued, Otherwise, 
the veteran printer has been 
changed as little as may be by 
his 52 years of steady tofl. He was 
always slender, wiry, of keen and 
friendly visage; never an Adonis 
or a haberdasher’s model. 

The Post-Dispatch was at 513 
Olive street when Servant, then 
an 18-year-old high school student, 
came from Chester, III., in 1888 
and got a temporary job in the 
composing room. 

Servant Meets Behymer. 

In a Chester printshop, outside 
school hours, he had learned the 
compositor’s trade, standing be- 
fore the case with his stick, or 
type receptacle, and his metal rule. 
In the St. Louis office; his task 
was holding copy for the proof- 
readers, He recalls that one of 
these proofreaders was F. A. 
Behymer, whose service for the 
Post-Dispatch, still continuing ir 
the newsroom, began in the proof- 
room in 88 

Servant at that time was not 
sure whether he preferred the me- 
chanical or the writing end of 
newspaper making. The wonder- 
ful new typesetting machine was 
just coming into use, and to learn 
this developing facility he took a 
job on a paper in Sedalia, Mo. As 
often happened in those days, 
when the printer’s trade was the 
chief school of journalism, the 
editor soon laid hands on the 
young compositor, whom he made 
his assistant. 

Trip to City and New Job. 

Later, when the owner of a 
paper at nearby Tipton was elect- 
ed to a state office, Servant took 
charge, and ran the little weekly 
so well that he could have re- 
mained there. But on a visit to 
St. Louis he got a better offer

from the late George McSkim- 
ming, foreman of the Post-Dis- 
patch composing room, and he-re- 
turned to the city to stay, 

An expert machine operator, he 
soon took on some editorial duties, 
chiefly the keeping of a Sunday 
dogwatch for important news. On 
Sunday afternoon, May 1, 1898, 
when the epoch-making news of 
Adm. George Dewey’s victory over 
the Spanish fleet at Manila was 
received, Servant had the job of 
getting out an extra, 

The news thrilled the public, a 
large part of which had never be- 
fore heard of the Philippines, and 
did not know, as Mr. Dooley re- 
marked, whether they were 
islands or canned goods.” Few 


noticed a miscue of dating which, 


to the young printer-editor, stood 
out like a sore thumb. Instead of 
May 1, the paper was dated April 
31,” a day which the calendar does 
not recognize, 

In the specializing of composing 
room tasks, Servant became, and 
eee chief copy-cutter, 
hrough whose hands all matter 
except display advertising must 
pass on its way to the printers. 
His desk, with more than 100 com- 
partments, resembled a railway 
mail clerk’s rack; copy was dis- 
tributed according to its classifi- 
cation and the type in which it 
was to be set, and was laid out 
in “takes,” or short portions, for 
the printers. He shared with the 
foreman and the makeup staff the 
responsibility for getting the paper 
to press on tine. 

He was married in 1911 to Miss 
Lucile Higdon, a teacher in Well- 
ston High School. Their home has 
ever since been at 5971 Hamilton 
terrace. If was shared in former 
years with young relatives, and 
the head of the household is still 
“Uncle Gordon” to the neighbor- 
hood. In 1943, Wilde Lodge of the 
Odd Fellows’ order celebrated his 
50th anniversary of membership. 
His 75th birthday, in April, 1945, 
was observed by Typographical 
Union No. 8.

Both League Marks 


NEW YORK, July 17 (UP)—The most astounding baseball pa- 
tronage of all time made it a virtual certainty today that more 
than half of the 16 major league teams will set new attendance 


records for a single campaign, 
ended. 

The New York Yankees, who 
already have passed every existing 
Americar League mark for a sin- 
gle season, set a new major 


league attendance figure today 
when they played the St. Louis 
Browns in a double-header. 

The Yankees, with 1,480,775 paid 
admissions to date, passed the 
all-time major league high of 
1,485,166 set by the Chicago Cubs 
of 1929. And with 29 more home 
games to play, there is a reason- 
able expectancy that the Yankees 
will play to more than 2,375,000 
fans for the season unless there 
is a sharp drop in crowds from 
here out. 


The tremendous upsurge in 


crowds is general, with even the 
hopelessly outclassed second-divi- 
sion clubs sharing the increased 
revenue, according to a United 
Press attendance survey. ° 
To date, the eight American 
League teams have played to 5,- 
633,453 fans and within another 
week should go beyond the final 


long before the 1946 season is 


1945 league total of 5,865,800. The 
same story holds for the National 
League clubs which have drawn 
4,858,342 paying fans to date, com- 
pared with 5,258,338 for the éntire 
1945 campaign. 

Four clubs, the Yankees and 
Boston Red Sox in the American 
League and the surprising Phila- 
delphia Phillies and ton Braves 
in the National League, have 
topped their all-time previous high 
attendance totals with better tnan 
a third of the season to go. 

Basing the final estimated 1946 
attendance on the average size

CHICAGO, July 17 (AP)—Blaz- 
ing Ben Hogan, just like the lowly 
duffer, is having putter trouble 
and so his arch rival, Byron Nel- 
son, is favored in the $10,000 Chi- 
cago Victory National golf tourna- 
ment opening today at exacting 
Medinah Country Club.

At the same time, you hear of 
vast obstacles still to be sur- 
mounted. as 

An inflationary price rise in the 
United States will be such an ob- 
stacle, for example, rendering it 
impossible for the French to buy 
the modern steel rolling mills 
which they need, 

A permanent obstacle is the 
ever-present French manpower 
shortage, which even led Gen, 
de Gaulle to give serious thought 
to settling a couple of million 
Germans in the heart of France. 
As it is, France will need 500,000 
immigrants from the colonies or 


elsewhere if a 48-hour week is 
maintained, and 1,500,000 immi- 
grants if French workmen return 
to the 40-hour week, 

The important thing is that the 
French, as a people, seem to be 
determiged to overcome these ob- 
stacles by planning and hard 
work. The promise of French 
recovery is clear, provided there 
is no inflation or political unrest. 
One must add, however, that the 
promise of French recovery de- 
pends entirely on the continued 
co-operation of the Communist 
party.

NE important stride made in 
salad preparation in the last 
decade has been the develop- 
ment of the whole meal type 
which contains meat, vegetables, 
and sometimes fruit. When ac- 
cyumpanied with a glas of milk, or 
a-cup of hot chocolate and some 
crackers or toast, it is a meal rich 
in minerals and vitamins and has 
all the calories, protein and car- 
‘bohydrates required for adequate 
nutrition. It’s very appearance is 
most encouraging even on the 
hottes of days. For the most ef- 
fective salad, one should use a 
bowl large enough to contain 
salad for the entire family. Its 
attractiveness is also emphasized 
with the use of two kinds of 
greens — dark and light such as 
cress or tender spinach and let- 
tuce or endive. Julienned chicken 
is a delightful meat to add to 
whole meal salads, and most any 
fruit euch as grapefruit, orange, 
pineapple peaches and even 
blackberries add a most striking 
accent in both color and flavor. 
Naturally a slightly sweetish 
French type of dressing is best 
for this particular salad. 
Bologna and Cabbage Bowl. 
Three cups crisp, finely shredded 
green cabbage, one cup bologna or 
luncheon meat, cut in slivers, one- 
fourth cup finely sliced green 


onion, one-fourth cup finely sliced: 


radishes, three hard-cooked eggs, 
quartered, one cup cooked elbow 
macaroni, one-half cup mayon- 
naise, one-fourth cup chili sauce, 
one-fourth cup cream. 

Combine first six, ingredients in 
large salad bowl. Blend mayon- 
naise, cream, and chili sauce. 
Pour over salad. Toss lightly but 
thoroughly. Serve immediately. 
Four to five servings. 

MENUS FOR THURSDAY 

BREAKFAST: Sliced bananas, 
ready-to-eat cereal, raisin toast. 

LUNCHEON: Cream of tomato 
soup, cabbage and bologna salad, 
toast, oatmeal cookies. 

DINNER: Fishburgers, tartar

Remove bone and skih from one 
pound fresh cod fillets (one and 
a half pounds with bones).

RECEIVED a letter recently 
| trom a mother in St. Louis 

who felt, as I did, a certain 
relief at our sane and quiet Fourth 
of July. She also has sensed, how- 
ever, that some kind of general 
observance should be established 
to emphasize the meaning of the 


day for our younger generation. 


She writes: 


“If something is not done, the 
Fourth of July will just become 
another midsummer ‘holiday’ de- 
void of any definite meaning, and 
the only time the children will 
hear and learn of the significance 
of this day will be in the history 
class, and sometimes things 
learned in the history class are 
soon forgotten. 


“So this is my idea: Why not 
every home, and I mean every 
home, in the United States, on 
the Fourth of July, display the 
American flag? This idea at first 
may not seem too convincing but 
can you visualize looking down 
street after street in every city 
and town and see ‘Old Glory’ fly- 
ing from every home? Could this 
be a¢complished, it would not be 
necessary to repeat the glorious 
story of our forefathers year 
after year. This sight would leave 
= indelible mark on the minds of 
all.” 

This word picture is really very 
impressive. Nevertheless, I think 
I would add a little to it. I would 
like to see people gather together 
in their communities and sing 
some songs. For instance, school 
children could sing the ballad for 
America. And they could have 
someone talk to them about the 
people who made our history, what 
they stood for when the Declara- 


tion of Independence was written, 


and how the tradition has beén 
carried forward from that day to 
ours, 


It could not all be done in one 
speech but, over the years, every 
child in every community could 
get a realization of the flow of 
history and the leadership of great 
men, And they could be proud of 


their country and their inheri- 
tance, It would make each one 
more determined to live well and 
contribute in some small way to 
the growth and the honor of the 
nation in which they live.

World peace, the better it will be 
for all of us. If we never give 
up that ultimete objective, the 
world is bound to move forward 
along peaceful lines.

The 
usual type of contest is an advertising scheme by a reputable 
manufacturer, whereby he tries to stimulate widespread inter- 
est in a product b ring prizes for the best solution of a 
limerick or wean gp tt or the best letter of 50 to 100 
words. You may be required to send in a couple of box tops 
or soap wrappers or tooth paste cartons, to qualify your answer. 
As a rule, never enter a contest that requires you to invest 
more heavily than the price of a tube of tooth paste or a bar 


of soap. And remember, the contest judges are eager to find 
an entry that is so different from all others that no entrant 
can raise a fuss later and claim that his entry was identical 


or nearly 80.

YOU CAN BE LETTER perfect in your crossword puzzle 
or technically O.K. in your grammar or the last line of the 
limerick, yet still you may win a prize in the usual contest, for 
the judges may find 10,000 perfect entries are perfectly correct, 
yet have only 1000 prizes to allot. You cannot hope to rate a 
good prize without being correct, but sheer correctness will 
not give you the prize, either. You must also be so original 
that your entry will be among the prize winners. Sometimes 
this difference is attained by a colorful get-up, but don't go 
to extremes and become overly ornate cumbersome, The 
contest judges don't like to handle eso bulky. Learn to 
be different or unique, therefore, within the limits of a snap- 
shot album as your maximum size of entry.

IT IS USUALLY better to send a typed entry, unless the 
rules expressly ask for your entry in long hand, Be sure you 
have studied the rules carefully.

ALL OF THESE things suggest 
that relaxation is the key to treat- 
ment and it has, in fact, been 

roved that when a feeling of 
almness can be built up in the 
person who stutters, his stuttering 
may disappear, 

It is important to build up ‘the 
stammerer’s- self-confidence. Ac- 
cording to Dr. P. Henderson of 
England, the child or adult who 
stutters must be made to. under- 
stand that he can be cured only 
by his own efforts, and that the 
physician or specialist in speech 
disturbances can merely encour 
age him. 7 

Conversation, word games and 
hobbies may be used in the treat- 
ment to help give the stammerer 
self-confidence. If a child who 
stammers has a severe emotional 
disturbance special treatment by 
a specialist in such disorders may 
be necessary. 

It is suggested that treatment of 
the stammerer be given at least 
twice a week and it may be help- 
ful to treat several children in a 
group rather than each child 
alone. It may take several years 
to bring about a cure and in more 
than one-half of the cases the con- 
dition may recur.

OF COURSE, there are speech 
disturbances other than stammer- 
ing. One of these is konwn as 
dyslalia. In this condition the 
child is unable to tole pro- 
nounce the consonants, such as l, 
r, s, and z. One form is lisping 
in which such letters as “s” are 
replaced by the cound “th.” 


A lisp may be due merely to 
negligence in teaching the child 
to talk properly. It may be due to 
some nervous disturbance and in 
some cases to an abnormal condi- 
tion of the jaw, the roof of the 
mouth or the teeth. 

Another form of dyslalia is 
called lalling. In this disorder the 
“ sound is substituted for r.“ 
This, too, is due to about the same 
factors as lisping. 

Rhinolalia refers to nasal 
speech. This may be due to weak- 
ness in the muscles in the palate 
or roof of the mouth, the blocking 
of the nose by small tumors called 
polyps or by enlarged adenoids. 
Sometimes even following the re- 
moval of the adenoids the nasal 
speech may remain because of 
weaness of the palate muscles. 
Special breathing exercises will 
help correct this condition. 

A child with speech difficulties 
is handicapped and every effort 
should be made to overcome them 
promptly.
